States history. Oonfederate and Union official r^arts, and the 
'correspCndence of officers and civilian adndnistrators were prin ted 
ty JJhG United Stater. Govemnent Printing Office as the 129 boc^ 
Official FecoMs/ Army and the 31 book Official Records, tfavy. Ih' 
addition, the Gov^rtment Printing Office publishetJ, in ex^ 
VDlune^, the U. S. Congress* Joint Cormitteer on the Conduct of the 
War^ These three sources have been used -extensively by researchers 
into traps if they do not use the material critically. 

The Official Records, Army (0, /? J and the Official Records, 
Pfavy (0. R, N. or fL 0, R,) are not infallible. The firsthand 
reports written ty ships* captaiiis, regimental colonels, and 
ocrnnanders of operation^ reflect their stresses*, moods an3 tarJw- 
ledge of the situation. Few repor t s actually state the ocrarander 
lost the battle or his men behaved badly. "Back-biting "and "apple- 
j»lishinj** can be-detectedr Many reports were written eitrer too 
soon after the battle for a* clear perspective or so long ^terwards 
to be merely a judiciously phrased memoir. Althouc^ in nany cases 
an officer repor t was really written to defend his own actiois, 
usually of ficers did rep ort events truthfully, as they saw them. 

Another shortocming in these reports is t!he inclusion of seme 
falsified docunents. Itrts is particularly tfue of Confederate 
material which should be evaluated carefully before it is used by 
researchers. Tl>e researcher should juige the reliability ot the . 
writer and whether the' data is consistent with otner mf ontatlon 
before basing oonclusions pn these doa^otieftts. rteoently Confederate 
Lieutenant Thomas Bennett flackall*s original diary was scrutinized 
and conpared to the published- version. It was discovered' by > 
Pijofessor Richard M. McMirray of Valdosta State College, Georgia7 
that MackaU's diary was rewritten before it was teamed over to • 
the editors of the 0. /?. Entries wer« deleted, ajided and changed 
to enhance General Jbseph E. Johnston*s reputation while downgrading 
General John Bell Hood*s leadership capabilities.,

The 128 books of* the a^. are divided, into^ series, volones,^ 
parts, and chapters by cani^ or engaganent and also by theater. ^ 
^ has be^divided into four series. Series I contains both ^lon 
ana confederate battle reports and correspondence and is by f ar tne 
noA ienrthy. It follows a chronological and regional arranganent, 
with Union TOterial preceding Confederate mat^ial. Copre^pondaice, 
orders and r^xarts relating to a batUe, or tanpign were arranged to 
give a conplete^ history in the sane volane.

It^e 30 volunes of tne 0. F. are arranged differen tlyJ l^ie 
N 0 F. editors, working fran 1894 to 1927, learned ituch fron the 
o\ F. editors, who worked" from 1881 to 1901. James R. Sol^, U.S. 
Naval ;cadany' history and law professor, particularly put "vigor and 
direction" into editing the Navy cotpilation.'^^ ^ 

Naval officers generally had more tine than Anny officers to 
ocnpile careful action reports. Volunes 1 - 27 of Series -1 contain 
information on naval operatims? Voliine I concerns cruisers on th6 
high^ seas while tne othervvoitmes cover Union and Confederate naval 
vessels on th^rivers and the Atlantic and the Gult^sts.

Successful oftioers often claimed too much 
credit/ such as Uhion General Jc^ Pope at Island No. 10.^^ Oonfeder*-. 
' ate General Itanas J. Jackson often wrote his battle re p o rt s several 
months after tne action. Because officers of both high and low rank 
had the > habit of retaining papers, such as letters and order books, 
individual manuscript collections nust oe searched, itn ^itional gap 
was created during the i860*s and 1870*8 when some go ven ne nt file ' 
records disappeared. Due to the lade of ccnparable Oonfedsrate 
reportd ot certain key battles, sane Oonfederate offioers were* asked 
to write thei,r reports fifteen years after the actueU- battlen.

Confederate officers oft^ wrote their" reports and used the name^ 
of the tCMh nearest an action, like Manass^, vjiile^Union officers 
usually had field headquarter^ and used names of geographical 
features, liJce Bull ^m. Spencer, West Virginia isMisted having a 
skirmish on June lb, 1862, but it is mifldated by two years. Other 
exaiqples of ineK^curacies are nunerous, especially regarding local 
operations. ' ^ 

Can the 19. 0. F. and the 0. i?. be ov^-used? It appears so 
becaus e of the unev^ bibliographies in a few monographs. Occasionally 
writers use the Navy ocnpilation ahd the Army canpilation without 
balancing tiieir material with other printed and manuscript souices. 
Writers ne^id to separate fact and interpretation. Diaries or letters, 
written while the facts were fresh m mind and when hasty rirst 
iniaressioDS had been corrected in li^rt of fuller information have 
proven ^he best recourse. In such narratives personal cias is more 
easily detected than in inpersonally^boache^ official repAfts; where , 
use of several such narratives is possible, .the personal element may • 
be in great measure eliminated. Mahusdbript sources cannot supercede
